WhaL a shame VCI. decided to release the butchered version of GANJA AND HESS. Whi le gore 
fans are rejoicing over that exLra minute of depravity added to LAST IKXJSK ON THIS LEFT, Tans 
of quality low-lxidget horror have to wonder what happened to 27 mihutcs of plot contained in 
the films original version. Thank God Lhe tape distributors didn't get ahold of the film 
when it went under the moniker IXXJBLb POSSESSION, as another 5 minutes were hacked out under 
that title! 

Duane Jones (the excellent black actor from NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD) is Hess, an ex- 
pert in Nigerian culture, lie is studying the Myrthians, and offshoot cult who believed in 
the life extending properties of drinking blood. Taking on an assistant George Mader, who 
just happens to be a suicidally prone schizophrenic, they begin their study. Mader attacks 
and kills (or so he thinks) Hess by using an ancient knife which just so happens to be 
diseased, thus infecting Hess with the desire to drink human blood. All of this is very 
confusing (due no doubt to the missing footage) and this confusion stays throughout the 
film. Eventually Mader's wife Canja arrives on the scene and is brought into the vampire 
fold. j The ending is so badly edited, I couldn't begin to explain it! 

I saw the complete film years ago and was impressed. In its original form, it repre- 
sented the finest blaxploitation/horror film made. The original director/writer Bill Gunn 
fortunately had his name removed from this version (a nimrod named 1.11. Novikov is credited). 
1 definately recommend you NOT’ rent this version.

A recent A1 Adamson-directed (SATAN'S SADISTS, DRACUIA VS. FRANKENSTEIN) vid offering 
is HOSPITAL 01' TIMOR . 'theatrically released as NURSE SHERRI and popping up on local tv 
as lil’YOND HIE LIVING [Also titled KILLERS CURSE in many foreign markets. - Tinf I’.] 
it is appropriately titled as the story of a dead con man whose spirit literally enters 
the Ixxly of a nurse who works there. Ihis happens when the devil -worshipping con nan’s 
spirit, now in the form of a glittering, animated green cloud, ra|x*s the nurse in her bed 
one night. Ihe green non-inass actually giggles while it does its dirty deed. Needless 
to say, the hospital employee then proceeds to perform nasties, such as puncturing a 
fanner with a pitchfork. TOere is a black, blinded football player, who is a patient in 
the title hospital, that develops a psychic link with the nurses ranpages; and everyone 
in the cast get screwed (including the viewer — yuk yuk). 

With typical shit acting and stock musical stings which are so inelodranatic they are 
hysterical , HOSPITAL OE ITiRKOR looks as though most of it was edited in the camera, causing 
it to move along like a 11. G. Ixswis epic. Time is also filled with <i car chase and redun- 
dant, unecessary flashbacks to old events in the film. However, due ot its super-cheapo 
style and those outrageous music stings, this tape is good for a couple of laughs.

Father Don isn't swayed by any .historical 
precedent - to him it's all a pseudomucins sideline for Satanic mischief, which is no 
doubt why Arthur Rowe's script leaves no hokey demon cult cliche unturned, The pro- 
duction compliments the screenplay with all too familiar sacrificial altar scenes, cos- 
I mnes and even a bit of |»oor day for night shooting alternating with shots occuring in 
the darkest night. 

Although the danise of Padre Pi.easance is depicted in the tele[xithic imaginings 
ol the sedentary title character, he saves the day with plenLy of crucifix swinging 
and pious chanting which has the slaughter -happy social clubbers bursting into fiery 
cln inks. 

1 ve read of this feature once carrying an 1< raLing and containing a bit of sex, 
don t expect any from this PC rated casseLte. 1 would've loved to see Lhe Minotaur 
breakout of that statuesque pose and do something real kinky with those horns.

- T. in F. ] Made a decade ago by Ferd and Beverly C. Sebastian (husband & wife?), 
GATOR BAIT makes for a great watch simply because of its non-stop patheticness. 

The rambling plot centers around a very sexy "swamp girl" named Desiree (Claudia 
Jennings) who escapes from the local police after being caught in the act of poaching 
one of the swamps alligators. During her escape, a bumbling officer (the sheriff s son, 
o: course) accidentally shoots and kills an innocent bystander. Instead of admitting 
this, tljie officer decide to take himself off the hook and pin the murder rap on Desiree. 
Ilia Dad has no problem believing his ridiculous story and decides to hunt the swamp for 
Desiree and bring her to justice. The police (all two of them) join a handful of red- 
necks and enter the swamps searching for the girl. 

Very bad decision, guys. 

Throughout the rest of the hour and a half flick, Desiree turns the tables and 
begins hunting the men. One by one, she kills them; more often than not with her 
shotgun. The hunters have now become the hunted! (I know, it's a godawful cliche, 
but 1 couldn't pass up the opportunity!) 

No doubt about it: GATOR BAIT is an all around pathetic film with no socially 
redeeming qualities wltatsoever.
